AGAWAM -- After a last-minute postponement of the 
vote on the school department’s fiscal year 2012 budget, 
the school committee met again last Friday, April 29, and 
passed the $34 million budget by a vote of 4 to 3. The budget 
includes $1.6 million in cuts: 3.8 teacher and 13 parapro- 
fessional layoffs, as well as an additional 18 non-replaced 
retirements.

The vote was postponed at 
the April 26 meeting after a 
discussion during the meeting 
between school Superinten- 
dent Dr. Mary A. Czajkowski 
and Agawam Education As- 
sociation President Robert Janik garnered optimism that the 
teachers’ union may be willing to make concessions that 
would help save some of the total 31.8 proposed lost posi- 
tions. 

Czajkowski and Janik met twice last week and came up 
with a memorandum of agreements of two concessions that 
would restore three teaching positions and five paraprofes- 
sionals. Janik brought the memorandum to the AEA execu-

Morris remembered for selflessness

ris served on the various Rotaries for a total of 47 years with 
perfect attendance. 

He was also instrumental in the building of 
the new senior center on Main Street and 
was actively involved with the Friends of 
the Agawam Senior Center. Just one week 
before his passing, he gave the invocation at 
the senior center volunteer dinner, said Ma- 
govern. The event was likely one of Morris’ 
last public appearances, he said.

He always 
did good work. Whenever I’d see him, he’d 
always come up and wish me well.” 

David DeLancey, a co-charter member of 
the Agawam Rotary Club, said Morris em- 
bodied the values of “Service Above Self,” 
the motto behind which the Rotary Club 
stands.

Morris moved to Agawam 
in 1974 after having served at a 
Baptist church in Weston from 
1959 to 1974.

Author explores life strugg

AGAWAM - On April 12, Saloma Miller Furlong spoke to 
an attentive audience at the Agawam Public Library about her 
book, Why I Left the Amish. The memoir details the riveting life 
story of a woman who left the Amish not once but twice. 

“My aim was to tell a nuanced and balanced story, one that 
neither romanticizes nor demonizes the culture 
in which I grew up,” said Furlong. “It’s a story 
that conveys the gratitude I have for the free- 
dom that I enjoy in my present life.” 

The book, published by Michigan State Uni- 
versity Press, is a narrative woven together of 
memories and present-day reminiscences. Fur- 
long’s memoir is a veritable page-turner, detail- 
ing life as a child and young woman growing up 
within an Ohio Amish community, surrounded 
by an ostracized family and the heartbreaking 
reasons that lead her to escape them. 

Furlong was restless in a life that “just was” 
and rebellious in a culture where traditional 
ways were valued. After leaving school at the 
customary grade 8, Furlong cleaned the houses 
of non-Amish neighbors and saved what little 
money she could. Copies of Vermont Life Mag- 
azine provided her with a beatific destination 
should she ever decide to leave, something she 
knew would be akin to suicide in the eyes of her entire com- 
munity. 

At the age of 20, Furlong arrived on the doorstep of the Bur- 
lington YMCA. She enjoyed four months of freedom and met 
David, the kind-hearted man who would later become her hus- 
band and father of their two children. Their promising romance 
was cut short when her minister uncle, community bishop and 
older brother came to escort her back home to Ohio. Even with 
the presence of the men’s wives and a childhood friend, Furlong 
decided to willingly return, as she was afraid to be taken by 
force. 

“IT would hope that people from all walks of life are able to 
relate to the story because everyone has a coming of age story, 
and we’ve all struggled through some kind of oppression in our 
lives,” said Furlong. “Why I Left the Amish chronicles a struggle 
for freedom that is personal and yet universal.”

the Amish, especially about rumspringa, the period when young 
Amish can freely choose to stay or leave their community. Her 
return and subsequent shunning makes evident the pressure to 
do the accepted thing as dictated by parents and the church in- 
stead of making a conscious choice. 

Though her book is a personal story rather than an explora- 
tion of Amish culture, Furlong wants readers interested in the 
“Plain People” to realize the realities of a picturesque yet closed 
society where good and evil co-exist just as 
they do in the “English” world. 

Furlong, who has worked with Amish 
culture expert, Dr. Donald Kraybill, advo- 
cates for women’s rights and for those in the 
Amish community who experience sexual 
abuse. She hopes to become a resource for a 
recently formed Lancaster, Penn. task force 
helping victims who were asked to apolo- 
gize for their accusations. Furlong is also 
open about the problem of physical abuse 
among the Amish, especially pertaining to 
their belief in spanking children. 

“The added insight that Saloma gave us 
by answering our many questions about 
Amish culture and what happened to her in 
her own life made me realize what an amaz- 
ing woman she truly is,” said Agawam resi- 
dent Janice DeFilipi. 

Furlong is a Francis Perkins graduate of 
Smith College and until recently worked as the assistant to the 
director of the Amherst College German Department and Euro- 
pean Studies Program. Since her book has been published, she 
has left her post to write full-time and take on public speaking 
engagements, like the one at Agawam Public Library. 

“T felt that Saloma contributed to the AuthorTalk Series in that 
she provided the general public with a very different view of the 
Amish community,” said Wendy McAnanama, coordinator of 
volunteers, newsletter, and adult programs at the library. “The 
Amish lifestyle is often romanticized and the audience learned 
that while much of it is about living a simpler way of life, sup- 
port for troubled families and children is seriously lacking.” 

“Like any major changes in one’s life, it feels both scary and 
exciting to have taken that step,” said Furlong. “I feel like all the 
decisions in my life have led me to where I am now.” 

Furlong and her husband are co-writing a second book that 
picks up where the first left off, telling of their love story. They

Embracing one an- 
other in the Amish community was rarely done, but the ef- 
fect of the support from this group steeped in community 
and tradition had a power of its own.

Nine years. Seven months. Twenty days. 

Osama Bin Laden, America’s “Public En- 
emy Number 1” was killed in Abbottabad, 
Pakistan by U.S. Navy Seals Sunday, May 1.

SPRINGFIELD -— Big Brothers Big Sisters 
of Hampden County (BBBSHC) is embark- 
ing on a two-month campaign in May and 
June to raise awareness about the need for 
more Big Brothers and Big Sisters.

ing in several thousand dollars during early 
fundraisers to combat the polio virus with a 
vaccine, which was one of the Rotary’s chief 
charities. 

During that same ceremony, Mayor Rich- 
ard A. Cohen described Morris as “the type 
of person you want to emulate.” 

“Whenever he was asked to do anything, 
he was always there,” said Magovern. “He 
never took, he always gave, and he never re- 
fused to help. “ 

Joan Linnehan, director of the Agawam 
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Senior Center, described Morris as “one of 
the kindest, gentlest men you’ ll ever meet.” 

She credited Morris with the senior 
center’s move to its new facility on Main 
Street. 

“He was involved with the Friends' fund- 
raising,” she said. “He was a great role mod- 
el... an inspiration for seniors to have an ac- 
tive life and to seek outside their own homes 
to be a part of their community. 

“I’m fortunate to have called him a friend 
and mentor,” Linnehan said.

tive board who rejected it by a vote of 13 to 
9. Janik cited time constraints as the primary 
reason for the rejection. 

“There was consensus by executive board 
members that there just was not enough time 
to properly evaluate the impact of the con- 
cessions and to educate the staff on the ef- 
fects of those concessions,” he said. “Also, 
many of the members communicated to the 
executive board that they felt this agreement 
should be a general membership vote ... the 
bylaws state that there be a two-week period 
between membership notification and a gen- 
eral membership vote, so we’d be looking at 
a May 18 vote. I remain optimistic that an 
agreement could be reached given sufficient 
time.” 

Cohen must have the town’s budget pre- 
pared, printed, and presented to the City 
Council by May 12. 

Cohen spoke before Friday’s vote, ex- 
pressing his frustration over the budget. 

“T am frustrated and angry. As a member 
of the school committee and as the mayor, 
the buck stops with me. We have had to deal

cut our local aid for the past four consecutive 
years. I am angry with that. It is unfortunate 
the recent discussions with Mr. Janik and Dr. 
Czajkowski were unable to come up with 
the support and the compromises that would 
have made the budget we vote on tonight 
less painful,” said Cohen. 

After the vote, Mouneimneh said the 
teacher cuts were too much “especially the 
high school math teacher and the teachers at 
the elementary level. 

“T do believe that cuts should be made, but 
they’re being made in the wrong places. We 
were asking teachers and paraprofessionals 
to make concessions. I think there are places 
in the administration where we could make 
cuts. I also didn’t agree with the band fees 
and extracurricular fees. I expressed my 
concerns at the budget workshops and to the 
superintendent personally; I didn’t get a re- 
sponse,” said Mouneimneh. 

Cohen will send his budget to the City 
Council by May 12 and said, “I will strongly 
support it and urge the council not to make 
any further cuts to this budget.”

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Remembering loved ones 
at Garden of Angels 


Memorial dedication held at School Street Park

AGAWAM - On Saturday, April 30, 
four local parents saw a dream come to 
fruition as the “Garden of Angels” was 
dedicated at School Street Park. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen, Parks and 
Recreation Director Christopher Sparks, 
and City Councilor Robert Magovern 
led a ceremony with a small group of 
residents, during which Sparks lauded the 
memorial as the most rewarding project 
he has worked on. 

“When you leave this place you should 
be surrounded by happiness,” he said. “It 
is a place where people can come and take 
solace for the loss of their loved ones.” 

The “Garden of Angels” concept was 
started by four local parents who had lost 
children in the past. Cheryl Fennyery, 
Annette Liqouri, Nancy Flynn, and Max- 
ine Cirillo approached the town about 
building the memorial in School Street 
Park. At that time, Sparks and Cohen both 
agreed it was a worthwhile project and it 
was supported by the City Council. 

“I’m happy to have played a small part 
in making this happen,” said Magovern. 
“Losing a relative is something we hope 
no one goes through, and no parent lives 
to bury a child, but this is a way people 
can remember their children and come 
reflect.” 

The project took nearly a year and a half 
to come to fruition. Sparks said Parks and 
Recreation decided to take on the project 
because of the positive impact it would 
have on the community. But the garden 
is not limited to just Agawam residents. 


Sparks said anyone can have a stone made 
and placed in the garden. 

Located near the youth softball field 
at School Street Park, the memorial is 
a walk-in area with stone tablets on the 
ground. The tablets can be purchased and 
engraved to remember any loved one who 
has passed away. 

The first tablet in the memorial reads: 
Casey Fennyery, 1984-2008. “When 
someone you love becomes a memory, 
the memory becomes a treasure.” Love, 
Mom, Dad, Christopher, Corey, and Kaia. 
There are three other stones in the memo- 
rial already and three to be placed in the 
next few weeks. Local engraver Laurie 
Fay has been working on the stones. 

“Tt’s a way for families to have a place 
to visit their loved ones that’s a more posi- 
tive and friendly environment than a cem- 
etery,” said Sparks. 

Cohen said he was approached about 
the project and became an instant sup- 
porter of it. 

“T could not say no to this,” said Cohen, 
who added he plans to purchase a stone 
for his mother in the future. “This is a 
positive place for us to be able to remem- 
ber our loved ones.” 

The memorial was completed late last 
year but a statue, which features two 
children, was not installed yet. The town 
wanted to wait until the statue was com- 
plete before holding the dedication cer- 
emony. 

Cohen thanked Sparks for his hard 
work and dedication to the project and 
embraced with the four mothers follow- 
ing the ceremony.

AJHS students take top 


spots in calendar contest

AGAWAM — Out of all the schools par- 
ticipating in the 2011 Arson Watch Reward 
Program Poster Contest this year, Agawam Jr. 
High School has the distinction of being a true 
winner: not one, but two students received top 
honors in the Hampden County area. 

Jae Suk, 15, and Gianna Signorelli, 14, both 
8th grade students at AJHS, placed first and 
second, respectively in the 29th annual con- 
test. 

All first-place county winners will be en- 
tered into the Massachusetts statewide com- 
petition, where first-, second- and third-place 
winners will be chosen. 

Agawam Firefighter Pam Murphy, who is 
the department’s education officer in charge 
of teaching Agawam students about fire safety, 
expressed admiration for the work both Jae and 
Gianna submitted, and special thanks to their 
art teachers, especially Marcia Scherpa. 

Prior to the contest, Murphy visited the stu- 
dents with her Dalmation, Blaze, and showed 
them videos depicting how fire spreads. The 
first video, she said, showed a fire in a con- 
trolled setting, while the second video was foot- 
age from a fire at Riverside Park in the 1980s. 

After watching the videos, the students had 
a better understanding of fires, both their inten- 
sity and their severity. From there, the students 


were instructed to follow a set of guidelines is- 
sued by the Massachusetts Property Insurance 
Underwriting Association, which sponsored 
the poster contest, in creating their posters. 

The submitted artwork was required to be 
on paper 11-inches x 17-inches and include the 
theme title “Fire Prevention — Everyone/Every- 
day.” The entries were submitted in February 
and the winners were announced in March. 

As second-place county winner, Gianna won 
a $100 prize and a plaque while Jae, as first- 
place county winner, won a prize of $200 and 
a plaque. Those first-place winners who go on 
to the statewide contest are eligible to receive 
first-, second- and third-place trophies and cash 
prizes of $1,000, $500, and $250, respectively. 
If eligible, the fire departments from each of 
the top three winning towns in the statewide 
contest may receive a grant in the amount of 
$1,000-$2,500. 

Both Murphy and Scherpa stressed the im- 
portance of collaboration between the school 
and fire departments. 

“We teamed up brilliantly,” said Scherpa. 

Murphy agreed. 

“This is something that’s important for the 
kids,” she said, adding that without the coop- 
eration of the two departments, the students 
would not have been able to participate in 
— and win — the local contest. 

While Murphy was able to teach the students 
about fire and fire safety, Scherpa helped them 
to apply what they learned in a way that met 
many state standards for visual arts. The proj- 
ect was completed during class time, Scherpa 
said.

“Tt was really a community initiative [and] 
was successful on all levels.” 

All of the posters submitted by the students 
were original works, she said. “These kids 
were really motivated to do a good job.” 

“It’s my way of getting in there to do fire 
safety,’ Murphy said. “I work my fire safety 
class around this contest. This is a very vulner- 
able age and this is a great way to get to the 
[students].” 

Though she has been doing the poster con- 
test with Agawam students for several years, 
this is the first time the first- and second-place 
winners were both local residents, she said. 

Agawam Junior High School Principal Nor- 
man Robbins said he was extremely proud of 


his students and credited the art teachers for 
their work with them. He also commended the 
fire department for maintaining a positive rela- 
tionship with the schools in town. 

“Tt’s a partnership,” said Robbins. 

Both Jae and Gianna said their families were 
proud of their accomplishments. And on Thurs- 
day, May 19, they and their families and teach- 
ers are invited to attend an award luncheon 
where the county awards will be given out and 
the three state winners will be announced. 

“For years, I have watched amazing chil- 
dren and teachers and classes,” said Murphy.

“Watching Paint Dry” will be presented 
by the husband and wife team of Dyan and John 
Vaughan, of Architectural Conservation Services 
of Bristol, R. I. 

During the fall of 2010, Architectural Conser- 
vation Services was chosen to conduct an on-site 
field study and laboratory paint analysis at the his- 
toric 1757 Smith Homestead. 

The association believed that an on-site field 
study would provide additional information and 
historical insight about the Smith Homestead, 
which until the present has eluded detection with 
previous restorations. With evidence of red iron 
oxide paint in the common area of the homestead, 
an early blue painted mop board, in addition to evi- 
dence of a wash of white paint beneath the front 
stairs, suggested there was more to learn from 
this virtually untouched 1757 structure. Vaughan 
noted that the Thomas Smith House raises many 
questions. “It is very difficult to make conclusions, 
only educated guesses and probabilities,” he said. 

Over the last few months, samples have been 
analyzed, tested and documented. Dyan and John 
will explain their process and discuss their find- 
ings on May 15. House tours will be available. Re- 
freshments will be served.
